Today's Subject: Should M arijuana be Legalized? 


A growing controversy over the country today is whether 
it might be best to let down the barriers and legalize marijuana. 
A lot of people, including many who are not marijuana users, 
feel that too much fuss is tieing made about it and that legal 
penalties for possession and use are too harsh. I have a case 
history of one hi year old cirl I wish to relate to all the people 
in tfiEs community, but first let’s review what marijuana is, 
where it comes from, etc. 
Marijuana is a plant which belongs to the hemp family. It 
can grow to heights of 12-14 feet and the active principle is 
called tetrahydrocannabinol. It is obtained from the amber col­ 
ored re-on of tile flowering' tops and leaves of the female plant. 
It can grow in most any climate and in most soil conditions, but 
seems to grow' best in semi-tropical areas. At one time mari­ 
juana was actually used legitimately to relieve pain and promote 
rest and sleep 
However, due to the unpredictability of reactions, 
this uvc was discontinued. Medical authorities still search for 
beneficial uses for the drug, but none have been found that out­ 
weigh the obvious dangers. Marijuana is defined by law as a 
narcotic*, but it is a halluc inogen possessing the ability to stim­ 
ulate ami depress. It is used most frequently in the form of a 
hand rolled cigarette and Moks very homemade since* the weed 
is course. 
Marijuana has a distinct odor like that of burning 
rope* or alfalfa.

She told how it all started about midnight with five friends who 
had denuded to have a “ party ’’ As the evening progressed, and

The young girl told later how at 
first vhe was repuls'd by the marijuana smoke, but as it started 
to * lice r-ffe t i verything U .mn to look different to her, Even 
th#* traffic lights looked beautiful to ber, especially the red ones 
which they were going through at speeds up to 85 miles an hour. 
She later fold how she thought they were just cruising along 
about 25 mph. 
I-ogle tells us that this Hfuation had to spell trouble and, 
sun* enough, later in the* evening the* kids ran a red light and 
another car came across the intersection and hit them broad­ 
side. killing three in the car outright ! 
A fourth passenger 
died five hours later and the* fifth recovered several months 
!afe*r. (lur lf* year old girl, who had trie*d marijuana for the 
V'*ry first time, has bee*n in a w bedchair ever since and the 
doctors ie ll he»r she will spend the rest of her life there 
la* me 
quote what she v,iys alieut marijuana today; “ Pot isn’t worth 
it. Don't blow >our mind and your life on loco weed, (a street 
?f*nn for marijuana). 
PJI never try it or anything eLse again, 
if I did, the next step for me would be death.’ ” 
What a heart breaking story! Think how this girl’s parents 
must feel, lf they had only started young to instill in this girl’s 
mine] the deadly facts about drug abuse*, perhaps this never 
would have* had to happen. 
So, when your youngster says, “ Don't worry about it, every­ 
one is doing if now and marijuana isn’t really as harmful as 
ah oho!,” remind your child that two wrongs do not equal a 
right. 
Robbing filling stations is not as dangerous as murder 
either, but th.it doesn't make robbing filling stations an accept­ 
able practice*!
